Governor Bans All Fires, 
Smoking in Forest Land 


Because of severe fire conditions Governor Blanchard 

has banned all fires and smoking in or near forest land in 48 

northern counties including Crawford. No debris burning or 

cigarette, cigar, or pipe smoking is allowed under the proc- 

lamation issued Wednesday, May 13. Campfires are also 

‘banned except those in approved rings or grills at state 
campgrounds. , 

Grayling DNR forest fire fighter Duane Brooks said he 

expected the ban to last at least until after Memorial week- 

end unless heavy rains soak the area. 

In accordance with the Governor’s.ban, Camp Grayling 

& Commander Colonel Schmidt said no camp fires or burning 

Will be allowed within the confines of Camp Grayling except 


in the authorized campground within the cantonment area. 


No smoking will be allowed on the Camp Grayling Military 
Reservation except within designated facilities. Schmidt also 
announced all use of tracer ammunition, rockets and 
missiles, smoke producing devices, white phosphorus 
rounds, and pyrotechnics will be prohibited until further 
‘notice. 
Despite the high fire danger conditions, Crawford County 
again had only a few fires last week. Brooks reported only a 
& couple of small fires on private land. Two fires on military 
land, near range 40, were contained to 25 acres and 10 acres 
respectively.

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County Commission Concerned 
About Medical Authority 


Crawford County commissioners are 
showing concern about a mandated pro- 
gram from the Michigan Department of 
Public Health to Mercy Hospital which may 
give the hospital control over the county 
ambulance. . 

Commissioners at their meeting last week 
heard a report from Tony Doremire, Am- 
bulance director, who discussed the pro- 
posed Medical Control Authority. It would 
permit Mercy Hospital through a radio sys- 
tem to determine which ambulance person- 
nel and service are qualified to handle each 
particular run, he said. 


In a letter sent to Commissioner Jeannette 

Kitchen, Pattie Walker, emergency room 
manager said, ‘“‘This means that Mercy 
Hospital will assure the provision of a 
quality, cost-effective emergency medical 
services system which meets the emergen- 
cy health needs of the residents of Crawford 
County, through the establishment of pro- 
tocols, procedures and standards, and the 
development of a system-wide evaluation 
strategy.” 


The commissioners are disturbed that ap- 
parently the person manning the radio at 
the hospital during an ambulance run can 
intercept the ambulance and mandate that a 
person with specific training from another 
service be placed on board. They contend 
that it would be possible for the authority to 
put the county and the Frederic ambulance 
services out of business. 

An organizational meeting has been 
called by Walker for the authority on Wed- 
nesday, May 20. The membership is made 
up of hospital personnel, ambulance direc- 
tors, a county commissioner, a member of 
law enforcement and a citizen at large, 
Doremire said. The question commissioners 
ask is what can possibly be the role of the 
authority when the law and the policy plan is. 
apparently already fixed. 

The, commissioners decided to send the 
plan to Assistant District Attorney David 
Sabin to ask him for an interpretation of the 
document and the law. Until he examines 
the papers, the commissioners will ask that 
the representatives at the meeting on May 
20 take no formal action. 


Inmate Program Gives 
Time Off for Work 


Sheriff Harold Hatfield told commissioners 
at their meeting last week that he hopes to 
work out a cooperative agreement with the 
court to permit time off of sentence for com- 
munity work. He has suggested to the local 
judges a one half day reduction in sentence 
for inmates for each day of work. The im- 
mediate project that he hopes can be ac- 
complished is assisting on the cleanup of the 
AuSable River that is sponsored by the Fish 
Hatchery Committee. 

Hatfield also reported that a Department 
of Corrections examination of the menu at 
the jail revealed an excellent score. Ann M. 
Russel, a correction facility specialist, sug- 
gested in a letter of commendation that Hat- 
field congratulate the staff on a job well 
done. 

The sheriff told commissioners that two 
seasonal marine officers, one part time cook 
and an assistant animal control officer must 
be hired. He commented that the part time 
wage of $4 per hour is not too attractive for 
such jobs as assistant animal control officer 
since much of the 18 hours per week spent on 
the job is on weekends. Commissioners 
agreed to call a special meeting of the Ways 
and Means Committee to determine if a 
change should be made in the part time 
hourly wage scale. 

Pam Fisher of Kenquest addressed the 
commissioners about a proposed applica- 
tion through the Michigan State Housing 


Development Authority (MSDHA) for a 
home to house girls who have need for an in- 
dependent living experience. She said that 
these girls would come from the Kenquest 
home where teen-age pregnant occupants 
stay until they have a baby. 

Fisher said that some of the girls need 
another location after the birth to gain ex- 
perience in independent living. The county 
commissioners were asked to be the unit of 
government to back the application as man- 
dated by the MSHDA. Commissioners 
agreed that it would be a worthwhile pro- 
gram and voted to be the governmental 
sponsor. 

The Michigan Department of Transpor- 
tation has given Crawford County until May 
20 to clean up brush on the I-75 right-of-way 
south of Grayling or the department will do 
it and send the county the bill. 

The brush remains from the clearing of a 
snowmobile trail on the right-of-way from 
the south Grayling entrance to I-75 to Four 
Mile Road. The rights to the trail were 
granted to the county with the understand- 
ing that the brush would be removed. 

Commissioners indicated that they 
assumed the brush would be removed by the 
groups that did the original work on the 
trail. They decided to seek a cooperative 
arrangement between the county road com- 
mission and county jail inmates to get the 
job done. 


Delinquent Tax Funds 
Won't Be Held Up By IRS

In a follow-up to a report at a recent com- 
mission meeting, county Treasurer Joe 
Wakeley said that tax delinquent bond sales 
may again be tax free as a result of an Inter- 
nal Revenue Service ruling. He told com- 
missioners that the sale of bonds which per- 
mits the county to pay townships and 
schools their total property tax income at 
once, might be permitted for at least this 
year. 


Wakeley was not absolutely certain of the 
IRS ruling at the meeting but when con- 
tacted two days after he said he had re- 
ceived confirmation that the bonds could be 
sold. The bonds are readily purchased be- 
cause the interest is not taxable. That 
feature also results in a lower interest rate 
charged to counties on the sale. He said that. 
the IRS ruled favorably on a brief submitted 
by Kent County and this was used to include

I SEE BY THE PAPERS that the Rotary 
Club is now open to women. The Supreme 
Court of the United States said so. 

The case arose when a local Rotary Club 
in Duarte, Calif., signed up a few women as 
members. Rotary International lifted the 
Duarte club’s charter. So the California club 
went to court. 

The supreme Court ruled that under Cali- 
fornia’s public accommodations law, the 
Duarte club could not exclude women, and 
the same would apply in any state which has 
somewhat similar public accommodation 
laws, which Michigan does. | 

GOOD. AS A ROTARIAN of long standing, 
I applaud the move. I think local clubs are 
depriving themselves of many advantages 
by excluding women, who increasingly hold 
more power positions in business and com- 
merce. For a business-oriented club such as 
Rotary to exclude women from its member- 
ship is to shortchange the male members. 

That’s all beside the question of women’s 
moral and legal rights to associate, which is 
at the core of the Supreme Court’s decision. 
J have no quarrel with that line of reasoning 
either. 

So, welcome, women, to Rotary. Of 
course, it may be another example of male 
vanity to think women might want to asso- 
ciate publicly with male Rotarians, anyway.

ISEE BY THE PAPERS that the protests 
of the 1960s are edging back with us. So far, 
public demonstrations to protest one thing 
or another have been relatively small and 
relatively calm, compared with some of the 
huge and violent demonstrations of a 
generation ago.

Today's pro- 
tests would carry more weight if they were 
reserved for the new wave.

I SEE BY THE PAPERS that Michigan 
state government faces a deficit ... or does 
it? An argument is current at the state Cap- 
itol. 

The reason for a projected $50 million 
deficit, according to the Senate Fiscal 
Agency, is because of inaccurate revenue 
forecasts and additional spending requests. 

A private organization called Public Sec- 
tor Consultants also has forecast a deficit, 
and these foiks have usually been on target 
in their reflections on state affairs. But offi- 
cials of the Blanchard administration — 
predictably — say ‘‘no way.” 

OF COURSE, balancing the budget in 
government is one of the easiest jobs around 
— at least on paper. 

All you have to do to balance any govern- 
ment’s budget is to increase revenue fore- 
casts and decrease spending forecasts, and 
you can come out with any sort of bottom 
line you want. 

Of course, transferring such a balanced 
budget into reality is quite another thing; 
for example, when spending is higher than 
forecasts and revenue is lower than 
estimates, then a deficit usually results. 
This is what the Senate Fiscal Agency says, 
has happened. 

We shall see. The Only way to know for 
sure is to count up the money after the year. 
is completed. Anything that happens before: 
that can he likened to voodoo economics.

Half of growth in state 
general fund revenues and 
about 5.5 percent of state — 
revenues from the income 
tax would be combined with 


a state-collected 20-mill 
property tax under a new 
plan backed by Senate 
Republicans to provide near- 
equity in financing for school 
operations. 

The plan — distributing 
$4,930 million to schools — 
would provide a net property 
tax cut of $1,101 million to 
homeowners, farmers and 
businesses out of a tax bill 
that now approaches $6 bil- 
lion. 

The proposal by Sen. Rudy 
Nichols (R - Waterford) 
adopts the $3,000 per pupil 
school financing premise of 
a special Senate task force 
whose report was issued in 


* February, but rejects that 


group’s recommendation for 
a sales tax hike to 6 percent, 
from 4 percent, to finance it. 
The plan would require a 
constitutional amendment to 
establish the per pupil grant, 
set the uniform statewide 
property tax, and earmark 
revenue growth and income 
tax funds for schools. 
‘Property taxes are too 
high and now is the time to 
do something about it. We 
can reduce the property tax 
burden by shouldering more 
of the burden statewide. It 
means we will have to tight- 
en the belt at the state 
level,”’ Nichols said. The 20- 
mill statewide tax compares 
to an average school oper- 
ating tax rate of 32.12 mills. 
The plan has the support of 
Senate Majority Leader 
John Engler (R-Mt. Plea- 
sant) and is offered as a 
counterpoint to Governor 
Blanchard’s $200 million 
property tax relief plan to 
homeowners, financed in 
large measure by higher tax-

School Plan Would Cut 
Property Taxes By $1 Billion

es on selected business. Re- 
publicans, who blocked a 
similar Blanchard plan last 
session, complained it in- 
adequately addressed the 
need for property tax relief, 
unfairly taxed business, and 
made no attempt to improve 
equity in school financing. 


The $3,000 per pupil grant 
— with future increases in- 
dexed to inflation — would 
make the state responsible 
for virtually the entire cost 
of basic education. 

Currently, per pupil spend- 
ing ranges from $1,785 to 
$5,915, a gap Nichols called 
‘‘a disgrace.” The state con- 
tributed 36.6 percent of the 
cost of school operations in 
1985-86, compared to the 
national average of 50.22 
percent. 

Schools would be per- 
mitted to continue to spend 
more than what is currently 
the state average, with voter 
approval of up to 4 additional 
mills or whatever rate is re- 
quired to maintain current 
spending levels. Aides said 
103 districts now spend more 
than $3,000 per pupil. 

Nichols said he did not 
adopt the sales tax recom- 
mendation of the task force 
because he believes existing 
resources are adequate. The 
immediate impact on gen- 
eral fund spending would not 
be significant despite siphon- 
ing off income tax and 
revenue growth funds, aides 
said, but acknowledged sig- 
nificant cuts could be re- 
quired in later years. 


The basic state grant, 
assuming 1,639,900 pupils in 
1989-90, would cost $4,920 
million, with the 20-mill state 
property tax raising $2,384 
million. Other state revenue 
sources would include:

The Nichols 
program would set a $30,000 
limit on household income to 
qualify for the property tax 
credits, down from $82,650 
now. 


Homeowners would get 
$501 million of the property 
tax savings, with the $828 
million in lower property 
taxes offset by the property 
tax credit loss of $327 mil- 
lion. 

Although the average tax 
cut would be $200 per tax- 
payer, Senate tax analyst 
Gary Wolfram said tax in- 
creases would occur in 40 
school districts with high 
property values. That num- 
ber would decrease in later 
years, he said, as growing 
state revenues added more 
money for schools and grow- 
ing property values cut the 
statewide property tax rate.,

Goodness only knows, we are often acd 
cused of being “‘dickie bird watchers” and 
we accept the finger pointing with g 
grace. We will match our sighting record, 
with virtually anyone in the area. It is just 
that we wonder how far protection must go 
to care for a bird that doesn’t have enough, 
sense to migrate to a larger area than only’ 
from Crawford County to possibly southern, 
Midland County.

Resource Review 


A problem we face every 
spring is the removal of 
young animals from their 
natural habitat. Many peo- 
ple just cannot help them- 
selves when they see what 
they think is an abandoned 
baby. A serious situation 
arises when the animal in- 
volved is a deer. A fawn is 
cute, fun and defenseless 
and people feel they are 
doing a good thing when they 
rescue it from the wild. 

What people don’t realize 


“is that 99% of the time the 


fawn’s mother is probably 
watching them as they pick 
it up and carry it away. 
Practically any animal will 
leave its young for various 
lengths of time. Never far 
away, always watchful, the 
parent is there. 

After the fawn is ‘‘saved,”’ 
problems begin ‘to develop. 


What to feed it? Where to 
keep it? How long to keep it? 
A wild animal raised in close 
captivity does not have an 
opportunity to fine tune sur- 
vival skills needed in the 
wild and has a reduced 
chance of survival when re- 
leased. 

Some animals become 
dangerous as they become 
older. A young girl from the 
Thumb area was nearly kill- 
ed several years ago by an 
antlered buck which had 
been raised by a neighboring 
farmer. The 1% year old 
buck attacked the girl for no 
apparent reason, severely 
lacerating her face with his 
antlers as she approached to 
pet him. 

A raccoon, another fre- 
quently ‘‘saved’’ baby ani- 
mal is a very endearing wild 
baby. But they have a real 
tendency to viciousness as 
they grow older. 

The best thing to do when 
you see a young wild animal 
is to leave it alone. Don’t 
touch, don’t approach too 
closely. Observe it quietly if 
you wish, but leave it where 
you find it. Nature takes 
care of its own.

The ani- 
mals are generally insects 
which provide some of the 
nitrogen the plants need for 
growth. 

The plants I’m speaking 
about are the Pitcher Plant 
and Sundew which grow in 
swampy areas.

Grayling Job Service 
Offers Employment Help 


With unemployment at 
16.8% in February, the West 
Branch Michigan Employ- 
ment Security Comsnission 
office continues to provide 
service to many northeast- 
ern Michigan residents, Ac- 
cording to the local office 
manager for Job Service, 
Tim Herrick, $4,594,896 in 
unemployment benefits 
were paid during the quarter 
ending March 31, 1987. There 
were 3,149 initial claims, 
1000 claims renewed, and 
30,032 weeks of unemploy- 
ment claimed for regular 
benefits. Farmers applying 
for disaster unemployment 
assistance claimed an addi- 
tional 605 weeks of unem- 
ployment. 


“During the same period,” 
says Herrick, ‘‘our Job Ser- 
vice was very productive: 
we intereviewed 2815 appli- 
cants seeking employment.” 
Out of 816 applicants refer- 
red to jobs, 295 were hired. 
Another 42 persons obtained 
employment following assis- 
tance by a staff person such 
as provision of tax credit 
vouchers, employment plan- 
ning, or advice on how to find 
a job. It should be noted that 
the first quarter of the year 


is the most difficult time of 
the year to find a job and 
much greater placement re- 
sults are anticipated for the 
balance of the year. 

The local office is involved 
in the ‘‘professional resume 
system” which provides 
assistance to professional, 
managerial, and technical 
applicants in a six state 
area. This computer match- 
ing of applicant and em- 
ployer needs has a one week 
turn-around and is a great 
service to both applicants 
and employers. 

Another service appre- 
ciated by both employers 
and job applicants is the pro- 
vision of ‘‘targeted jobs tax 
credit” vouchers. This is not 
a government program as 
such, but rather a certifi- 
cation service to employers 
which qualifies them to take 
federal income tax credits 
on each new person they hire 
from various, eligible appli- 
cant groups. The tax credit 
is in the amount of 40% of the 
first $6000 in wages paid in 
the first year of employ- 
ment. The summer youth tax 
credit allows employers to 
write off 85% of the first 


$3000 in wages paid to eligi- |

Another Dealership for Al Bennett Ford?

Most people in the area are familiar with the television 
commercial that ends by saying Al Bennett Ford in Flint, 
Davison, and Grayling, but soon there may be additional 
closing words which will say — Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. 

_ The new dealership in the Keystone State was revealed 
during an interview with John Jones, vice president and 
general manager for Bennett. He said that the new store in 
Pennsylvania is ‘‘of course”’ a Ford dealership. 

» As the background story was told by Jones, Bennett be- 
gan in the automobile business as a salesman in 1960. He ob- 
tained his own dealership (Ford) April }, 1979, in Flint and 
the Davison store opened in 1983. . 

The Grayling dealership began in 1985 after Bennett was 
contacted by the company and told that two stores were 
available in the north country. Jones was sent to the area for 
a week to check out the local store and look over the com- 
munity. He liked what he saw and recommended that the 
Grayling store be purchased. 

After almost one and one half years of local operation, 
Jones commented that they have exceeded their goals by 
about 150 percent. It is interesting to note, he added, ‘‘We are 
not just drawing people from Grayling or Roscommon but 
from all over northern Michigan. ‘‘We do not go too much fur- 
ther south than Clare, he pointed out. He observed that there 
is no special advertising campaign in other areas but that the 


humorous television commercials seem to be enjoyed by - 


many people. 

Jones said that he has been in the automobile business 
for seven years having started as a salesman, He held that 
position for about five months and became the new car 
manager. From there he moved to used car manager and 
finally overall sales manager. He indicated that he was not 
aware of it at the time but Bennett was grooming him for his 
owner dealership. 

As a measure of sales success in this area, Jones pointed 
out that in 14% months after opening, 1396 units were sold. He 
noted that the period over one year was selected as a 
measure because the store opened in September and the re- 
maining months of that year were added to the full year’s 
sales.
